DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature of adding a 
known distribution of noise to the time of arrival must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. Since this is/these are 
the patentable feature(s) of the claims, these features are needed for the drawing that 
will be printed on the first page of the patent. Applicant can add this feature to one of 
the existing drawings or add a new drawing focusing on this feature, whichever is more 
appropriate. Note that the specification should be amended to describe the additional 
feature/drawing, and if a new drawing is submitted, a brief description of that drawing 
must be added. 

Someone looking at any drawing should be able to get some sense of what the 
invention is about (i.e., the inventive feature(s)) without an in depth reading of the 
specification. This is especially important because examiners use the drawings to help 
them identify prior art. Note that it is to the applicant's advantage to make the 
drawings as helpful as possible to the examining corps, in order to ensure that her/his 
patent will be found and used as prior art against a possible future similar invention, and 
thus avoid unnecessary litigation.
